Andover Recy- 
cling and I are very 
grateful to the 
Townsman for 
printing our articles 
promoting recy- 
cling. But today I 
have to scold the 
Townsman for the 
headline in last 
week’s issue. 


Reycling does, in- 
deed, pay for itself. 
In addition to the 
money made by 
selling paper, we 
save the town $65 
per ton for each ton 
of waste (paper) 
that is not delivered 
to the incinerator: 
1,600 tons x $65 
equals $104,000. 


We do have exact 
figures for the pa- 
per sold. In addi- 
tion, we keep at 
least 100 tons of 
glass and plastic 
from the town’s ex- 
penses. So add $6,- 
500 to the $104,000, 
making $110,500 and 
then subtract the 
grant-in-aid pro- 
vided by the town 
and $50,500 has been 
saved. These are 
1988-1989 figures 
and when fiscal 
1989-1990 is over, I 
believe our tonnage 
will be greater.

Town saves 
$200K with 
fiscal move 


Anthony Torrisi, Finance and Bud- 
get Director, completed a financial 
move last week that he said re- 
inserted $200,000 in the current fiscal 
budget. The money is not ‘‘found’’ 
money that can now be spent be- 
cause town officials anticipated the 
savings and already used it in bud- 
geting.

On the advice of both the Industri- 
al Development Financing Authority 
(IDFA) and Shawmut Bank, the 
town paid off a little more than $4 
million remaining in outstanding li- 
brary expansion bonds and re-issued 
bonds at a lower interest rate. 

“By doing this, we saved the town 
$200,000 this fiscal year,’ Mr. Torri- 
si said. 

The original loans were at an in- 
terest rate of about 8.5 percent. The 
re-issued bonds are at 6 to 6.9 per- 
cent. 

The move had been anticipated 
and the budget adjustments were al- 
ready included in last month’s redis- 
tribution of approximately $1.1 
million of funds to the school and 
town budgets, according to Mr. Tor- 
risi. 

But because the original funding 
for the library expansion was 
through the IDFA, the group’s ap- 
proval was needed to re-issue the 
bonds. 

The IDFA approved the dept re- 
structuring plan at a meeting 
Wednesday night, April 11. Mr. Tor- 
risi gave much of the credit for the 
plan to Dr. Lawrence Spiegel, IDFA 
chairman. 

“It’s just a real creative way of 
financing public buildings,’ Mr. 
Torrisi said.

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Re-roofing follows

Not everybody goes to George Washing- 
ton for building advice but the Andover 
Historical Society just did. The society is 
re-roofing the 1818 barn at its headquar- 
ters, the Amos Blanchard House and 
Barn Museum, and is following the con- 
sidered opinion of our first president in 
the matter of shingles.

During the long and bitter siege at Val- 
ley Forge, Washington relieved his cares 
by studying the problem of hand-hewn 
wood shingles for use at his home, Mount 
Vernon. He finally decided on a 24-inch 
length and, after much study of its own, 
the Andover Historical Society is follow- 
ing his counsel. Local sidewalk superin- 
tendents can watch the historically 
correct roof as it is being installed by 
George Trickett, a craftsman experi- 
enced in such work and knowledgeable 
about historic construction methods.

construction projects at the site, is the 
result of a year’s work by Director/Cura- 
tor Charlotte Smith and Wes Grace, 
Chairman of the Buildings and Ground 
Committee. The problems presented by 
ordinary repairs to a historic structure 
are not the same faced by the typical 
homeowner. Historically accurate con- 
struction methods and materials must be 
researched and followed as much as pos- 
sible. The goal always includes retaining 
as much as possible of the original struc- 
ture. It all adds up to a difficult and ex- - 
pensive undertaking. 

Amos Blanchard was one of Andover’s 
leading citizens in the early 19th century. 
He bought several parcels of land, includ- 
ing South Church where he was a deacon, 
in 1818. Amos Holt, a captain in the local 
militia, built the barn for $320 that same 
year. Mr. Blanchard was a businessman, 
not a farmer, and used his new barn for a 
town dweller’s purposes. He owned one 
horse and one cow for family use and 
probably grew fruit, vegetables and hay. 
The barn today is largely the same one 
Mr. Blanchard knew. well. It has been 
maintained and ‘‘fancied up”’ by the in- 
stallation of clapboards over vertical 
sheathing and cut shingles by a later own- 


er. 

In addition to the roof, the Andover His- 
torical Society is attending to grading and 
drainage problems around the barn. The 
society uses the barn as a museum to dis- 
play its large collection of 19th century 
Andover artifacts. The collection includes

Teachers get better job mobility 


A regional teaching certificate 
involving seven states went into 
effect this month. 

Education commissioners from 
six New England states and New 
York last December signed the 
agreement establishing the first 
regional teaching credential in the 
United States. The agreement took 
effect April 1. 

Called the Northeast Regional 
Credential, the certificate will al- 
low qualified educators in any of 
the seven states to take a job im- 
mediately in any of the other six 
states and then have up to two 
years to complete any unmet re- 
quirements for certification in the 
new state. Before this agreement, 
a teacher moving to a new state 
had to meet all the requirements 
of that state before being allowed 
to teach. 

The commissioners signed the 
agreement in Boston at a meeting 
with the Regional Laboratory for 
Educational Improvement of the 
Northeast and Islands, partner in 
the project, which is part of a long- 
term effort to ensure that the re- 
gion continues to have highly qual- 
ified educators into the 21st 
century. This larger effort is 
called the Northeast Common 
Market Project. 

“The exciting prospect of a re- 
gional certificate is that it ‘will en- 
courage the best and the brightest 
to enter teaching, recognizing that 
they will have a (greater) geo- 
graphic area available to them,” 
said Harold Raynolds, Massachu- 
setts commissioner of education. 

At a national symposium last 
year, Dr. Linda Darling-Ham- 
mond of Teachers College, Colum- 
bia, formerly with the Rand Corp. 
and a national expert on issues of 
teacher quality, hailed this project 
as ‘‘an exemplar for other regions 


“and'the nation,” 
‘The regional credential can help 


ease teaching shortages by mak- 
ing it easier for qualified profes- 
sionals to cross state lines. 
Eligible educators — teachers, 
counselors and other specialists — 
who hold the new credential will 
not have to wait six to 12 months 
before being allowed to teach. 

“Educators will no longer be 
prisoners of each state’s certifica- 
tion requirements,’’ Mr. Raynolds 
said. ‘“The walls are falling down, 
and teachers’ abilities to cross 
state lines — at least in the North- 
east — will provide the best oppor- 
tunities for children.” 

Geography shouldn’t bar tal- 
ented teachers, added Vermont 
Commissioner of Education Rich- 
ard Mills. “The heart of the mat- 
ter is talent. It makes no sense to 
have trade carriers that block the 
free exchange of talent. Each of 
the member states is competing 
for the nation’s best teachers. A 
common market removes the 
obstacles and lets us do that,” he 
said. 

For example, a reading special- 
ist who lives in a state with too 
many reading specialists might 
apply for a regional credential, 
then seek a job in a state that is 
experiencing a shortage of read- 
ing specialists, With the regional 
credential, that teacher could 
work in the new state for up to two 
years; to obtain the state’s read- 
ing specialist certificate she or he 
would need to fulfill all the state’s 
requirements for a reading spe- 
cialist certificate during the two- 
year period. The NCM group is 
seeking funding to be able to es- 
tablish a clearinghouse to facili- 
tate the matching of regional 
residential holders with job open- 
ings throughout the region. 

In Connecticut, which recently 
enacted a comprehensive contin- 


“yum of teachér examinations “and ~~ 


performance assessments, the 


new credential will be available 
only for teachers who hold a cer- 
tificate for which testing can cur- 
rently be waived — skilled trades 
for trade-related and occupational 
subjects. 

“The new credential benefits the 
region in many ways,”’ says David 
P. Crandall, executive director of 
the Regional Laboratory. Educa-

tors benefit from increased mobility and 
expanded opportunities for employment. 
School districts benefit by having a larger 
pool of qualified personnel for available 
positions. And, most important, the 
Northeast Regional Credential is a cru- 
cial first step toward increased supply, 
officials said. 

Before determining which state certifi- 
cates would be eligible for the Northeast 
Regional Credential, the state depart- 
ments of education and the laboratory re- 
viewed specific certification require- 
ments in each state to be sure they were 
comparable. The new credential is strict- 
er than the current interstate agreement, 
commissioners said. 

They are also investigating the feasibil- 
ity of establishing regional standards for 
school administrators that could lead to a 
Northeast Regional Credential for admin- 
istrators. Dr. Terry Astuto, associate ex- 
ecutive secretary of the National Policy 
Board for Educational Administrators 
based at the University of Virginia, dis- 
cussed administrator standards with the 
commissioners, their staffs and the staff 
of the Regional Laboratory. 

Before enacting the Northeast Regional 
Credential, the commissioners asked the 
NCM Project, which is staffed by the Re- 
gional Laboratory, to examine working 
conditions and incentives for educators

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across the region and state by state. In 
addition to the regional credential and the 
report on teacher incentives, the North- 
east Common Market Project has under- 
taken a two-year study of educator supply 
and demand. 

This part of the project is being con- 
ducted by the Massachusetts Institute of 
Social and Economic Research at the 
University of Massachusetts. MISER is 
setting up an interactive regional data- 
base; quantifying for each state the cur- 
rent supply of and demand for certified 
educators, particularly those not now tea- 
ching or administering; and developing 
simulation software to enable policy- 
makers to better plan and predict fields 
and disciplines of educator shortages and 
surpluses. 

Staff in each state education depart- 
ment are working with MISER and the 
Regional Laboratory to prepare the 
states to be able to use the database and 
simulation software after this year. This 
part of the NCM effort is supported by the 
Regional Laboratory, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education, Council of Chief 
State School Officers and National Center 
for Educational Statistics and a major 
contribution of computer services from 
the Bank of New England. 

“The common market for educators 
will not only make our region a magnet

her head. Thin little wisps of light 
brown hair are showing at the bot- 
tom of the kerchief. (She’s had so 
much chemotherapy and radiation 
that her hair is taking longer to grow 
back this time, although Gary Gaud- 
reau of Dellaria Salon in Park Vil- 
lage is working on it.) 

She’s. small, and today she’s 
dressed in a pink polo shirt, a blue 
patterned cotton skirt, knee socks 
and Birkenstock sandals. 

But you don’t have much time to 
study Ms. Bixby’s looks because 
you’re distracted. She’s laughing. 
She throws back her head and lets 
out a contagious and _ spirited 
chuckle. You can tell that feels good. 

“Tf we can’t laugh, life isn’t worth 
living,’’ she offers. 

You’re_ smiling. 
You can’t help it. 
To know her is to 
love her. She’s 
contagious. With- 
out embarrass- 
ment, she’s living right here in front 
of you, showing you how to notice the 
sun, the budding spring out the win- 
dows of her sunny house, the colors 
on the birds’ feathers. 

Her house reflects her spirit. It’s 
full of color, light and paintings that 
show movement and more color.

She’s de- 
cided she’ll take a course, read a 
book, attend a lecture, be involved in 
the fight at least once a month. 

Her college includes reading and 
hearing tapes and books by one of 
her gurus, Dr. Richard Moss; or at- 
tending mind-body awareness re- 
treats, the latest to be in June in 
Boston with big-time healers such as 
Joan Borysenko, with whom Ms. 
Bixby studied two years at the Mind- 
Body Clinic at Beth Israel Hospital 
in Boston, Norman Cousins, Elisa- 
beth Kubler-Ross and Bernie Siegel. 

You can drop the name of any 
healing guru. Ms. Bixby has read 
most of them, studied with several, 
and if she hasn’t heard of one, she'll 
know about him or her by tomorrow. 

Ms. Bixby has found the answer: 
She’s got to balance the mind and 
body. If she can accomplish it, she 
can stay ahead of the cancer that 
spread from one breast to the other 
and then metastasized (spread) to 
her collarbone. 

“Cancer was getting in the way a 
little bit, but now it’s getting out of

It started 11 years ago. Ms. Bixby 
had an uncomfortable feeling in her 
armpit. 

“T had a feeling, like a pimple 
gone inside,” she says. “It felt sort 
of like an in-grown hair.” 

Quickly she adds, ‘I really don’t 
like being in the paper, but it might 
help someone.” 

Just as fast as she can visualize a 
paragraph in the newspaper about 
an in-grown hair, she remembers 
her pledge to keep ahead and that 
means talking about it. 

Back to the feeling. ‘It was un- 
comfortable.” Three weeks after she 
first noticed the spot, she felt the 
area again and there was what she 
remembers as “‘a great big node.”’ It 
was cancer and there was cancer in 
some of the lymph nodes too. 

She had a modified mastectomy 
and chemotherapy. 

Seven years later, she went 
through the same experience, with 
the feeling of an in-grown hair in her 
armpit. She had another modified 
mastectomy and chemotherapy. 

Three years later, which was last 
April, the cancer metastasized to 
her collarbone. Doctors at Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in Boston 
couldn’t operate on Ms. Bixby’s col- 
larbone because the tumor was at- 
tached to a main artery. Her doctors 
recommended she go to Dana Farb- 
er. There she met Dr. Anthony 
Elias, an “incredibly wonderful hu- 
man being,” she calls him. 

Dr. Elias had just begun a new 
program of bone marrow trans- 
plants, and Ms. Bixby was the first 
patient at Dana Farber to undergo 
it. It is different from the traditional 
bone marrow transplant, according 
to Ms. Bixby. After a series of che- 
motherapy treatments for two or 
three months, as well as radiation 
therapy, Ms. Bixby’s tumor was re- 
duced enough so that she was a good 
candidate for the transplant of her 
own bone marrow, not another per- 
son’s. 

Doctors at Dana Farber removed 
bone marrow from her and placed it 
in a freezer. They began what is 
called a ‘‘stem cell program,’’ in 
which her blood was harvested three 
times during a 10-week period. 

‘“‘As they harvest your blood, they 
integrate chemicals — which are 
white cell stimulants — into you. 
They put that away in the freezer 
and then you come in for the bone 
marrow transplant and they shoot 
you with these five chemicals, which 
are 200 times stronger than normal 
chemotherapy.” 

Then you wait, in isolation four 
weeks, to lessen the chance of infec- 
tion when the immune system isn’t 
functioning properly. That was in 
August. Then the blood that’s been 
stimulated is introduced back into 
the body. The hope is that white cells 
will grow. Fast. 

“Tt worked. For the first time, 


they think they can talk about a cure 
instead of remission. It’s very excit- 
ing.” 

But there was another complica- 
tion. While fighting for her life, she 
found she had to fight for her rights, 
too. The bone marrow procedure 
cost $120,000 and the Bixbys had to 
fight to get Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
to agree to cover it. 

That’s one of the many times 
where her husband, George, enters 
the picture. He’s a main character 
in this story 

rdf ould t have handled it without 
him,”’ says Ms. Bixby, the mother of 
four, who has been married to 
George 33 years. George Bixby has 
been an important part of her sup- 
port team during this ordeal. ‘‘He 
was obnoxious to Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield.” 

Finally, the company agreed to 
pay for the transplant, but, “We 
paid through the nose for insurance. 
It’s just disgusting because it means 
only people who are affluent are 
able to get these’’ expensive proce- 
dures. 

Now Ms. Bixby hopes cancer is be- 
hind her. A 1957 graduate of Smith 
College, she had worked for A Better 
Chance, the group that brings acade- 
mically talented minority students 
to suburban schools. At ABC, she 
was in charge of the public school 
programs in the state. Six years ago 
she left that job in Boston and re- 
turned to work in this area. She 
started Habitat for Humanity in 
Lawrence, a group that builds affor- 
dable housing for people with lim- 
ited funds. 

“T’m a great believer in commu- 
nity action, and I was missing it in 
Boston,” she says. 

Now her direction has changed. 
She’s still full of energy, but much of 
it is directed toward her own needs. 
An active member of Christ Church 
on Central Street, Ms. Bixby begins 
her mornings by reading at home 
from the “Daily Offices’ of the 
Episcopal church. She also does 
some yoga and meditation, 

Asked if her friends think she’s a 
kook, she smiles. ‘I have such won- 
derful friends. They are open to any- 
thing. When you have lived in a town 
as long as I have (33 years), it’s like 
a family. I am sure lots of them 
think that I have gone off the deep 
end, but they are loving enough not 
to say it.” 

Her loving friends, organized by a 
team of five or six that included Bar- 
bara ‘‘Bink” Roberts, went to bat 
for Ms. Bixby. About 70 people par- 
ticipated in a series of activities for 
their friend. According to Ms. Rob- 
erts, they donated platelets at Dana 
Farber, they drove her into Boston, 
cooked and shopped for her. 

Ms.. Bixby says the community 
has been most supportive, and even 
though she’s been through years of 
cancer, she doesn’t think she’s 
changed that much. . 

“YT really don’t think that I’ve 
ehanged a lot outwardly,”’ she con- 


tinues. ‘‘I know now how important 
it is to integrate the mind, body and 
spirit. Up to this time I haven’t been 
faithful to practicing.’ 


She’s worked with a therapist on — 


anger. (“I wasn’t angry that I got 
cancer; I was angry that I hadn’t 
learned to work my emotions out.’’) 

And she learned to use visualiza- 
tions to chase the demons out of her 
body. She imagines her body going 
through a car wash. She releases 
little balls from her brain into her 
body that scrape up and down and 
clean out any disease. 

Other work includes taking vita- 
mins (Walt and Glenny McKertich 
of the Earth Food Store have 
helped), listening to soothing music, 
exercising, taking in lectures at 
Phillips Academy that are turning 
her on, visiting museums, writing 
her journal, reading, reading and 
reading.

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Ms. Bixby says she probably was 
“the good girl,”’ the middle child in a 
family that moved so many times 
that she’d been in 13 different 
schools by the time she graduated 
from high school. Her father was a 
salesman. 

Even though some people believe 
there is a cancer ‘“‘type,” people who 
internalize stress or who have gone 
through psychological traumas, Ms. 
Bixby doesn’t buy the notion that she 
brought her cancer on herself. She 
does, however, ‘‘believe that by not 
knowing how our whole body works 
or how we can use tools that we were 
born with to help it be whole, if you 
have a propensity for illness, if you 
get angry and keep that inside you 
as tenseness, your blood can’t flow. 

“T can see what happens to your 
body when you get tense,” she says. 
“Tt’s fascinating to me that we can 
control it, that with our minds we 
can send these cells out to fight.” 

She calls the cancer she’s been 
fighting ‘‘a bittersweet gift.” 

“Tt’s opened up so many paths for 
me. What a gift it has been. 

‘My main job is I want to live un- 
til I am 90,” she continues. ‘I want 
to see my grandchild. My job is to 
stay alive. 

“Without darkness, there’s never 
going to be a dawn. Without sick- 
ness, maybe you haven’t lived until 
you almost died. Life is so wonder- 
ful. You look at the birds. They are 
different colors. You look at people.

Earth Day: Hammering home the message

The environmental talk on Capi- 
tol Hill for the past two months 
has centered around clean air and 
practically nothing else. My col- 
leagues and I have been deeply en- 
gaged in complicated issues such 
as whether to re- 
quire the use of ve- 
hicles that run on 
alternative fuels in 
the most seriously 
polluted cities, how 
to define cancer , . 
risks for toxic air | \ ** 
pollutants, wheth- ‘ 
. mn require ar 
ies to use specific : 
technologies to re- Chet Atkins 
duce emissions of pollutants that 
cause acid rain and whether to re- 
quire a second round of auto- 
mobile tailpipe emissions 
reductions before seeing how well 
a first round works. 

While these are issues of par- 
amount importance to our envi- 
ronmental and economic well- 
being, it is not uncommon for 
members of Congress and our 
staffs to pe so bogged down in the 
details of such legislation that we 
lose sight of the larger issues in- 
volved. 

It is for that reason that Earth 
Day, which will be observed April 
22, (April 21 in Andover) will be an 
effective mechanism for hammer- 
ing home to Congress and the ex- 
ecutive branch the importance of 
environmental issues to the aver- 
age citizen, and why I urge each 


and every person concerned about 
our environment to make his or 
her own commitment to environ- 
mental protection on that day. 

The most exciting aspect of 
Earth Day to me is the possibility 
that hundreds of millions of indi- 
viduals around the world will be 
convinced to take a close look at 
their own lives and to ask whether 
they can change their attitudes 
and actions to promote greater 
care for our environment. 

Whether that means replacing 
conventional light bulbs in one’s 
home with energy-saving fluores- 
cent bulbs, leaving one’s car at 
home and taking public transpor- 
tation to work, or even something 
as simple as separating cans and 
bottles and bringing them back to 
the grocery store, if each and ev- 
ery one of us keeps the environ- 
ment in mind when making the 
hundreds of choices we face each 
day, then we will start to make 
progress in solving our environ- 
mental problems. 

As your representative in Wash- 
ington, I have done my best to al- 
ways keep environmental pro- 
tection in mind. I was honored re- 
cently with a near-perfect rating 
from the League of Conservation 
Voters’ Environmental Scorecard 
and I give significant credit for 
that rating to the citizens of the 
Fifth District who continually 
write me and talk to me about 
their environmental concerns. 

_ The first component of my envi- 
ronmental ,agenda -involves, con- 


servation. We live in the most 
wasteful society on earth and 
while attitude has a great deal to 
do with that, access to information 
and the right types of products 
also plays a role. In the area of 
water conservation, I’ve _intro- 
duced legislation with Sen. Wyche 
Fowler that would establish effi- 
ciency standards and require wa- 
ter use labeling on plumbing 
products and other household ap- 
pliances that use water. 

As a member of the appropria- 
tions subcommittee that funds the 
Department of Energy’s conser- 
vation progams, I’ve also fought 
hard to enact sizeable budget in- 
creases in DOE’s energy conser- 
vation research and development 
program. This program has pro- 
duced such products as the fluo- 
rescent light bulb, which uses one- 

uarter the energy of an ordinary 
light bulb, and the low-emissivity 
window, which insulates as well as 
an ordinary wall. 

Another of my top environmen- 
tal priorities is preservation of 
open space and scenic beauty. To- 
ward that end, I have used my 
seat on the Appropriations Sub- 
committee on Interior to fight for 
the preservation of old growth for- 
ests in the Pacific Northwest and 
to increase funding for the Land 
and Water Conservation trust 
fund. I recently introduced legis- 
lation to study the possibilities for 
protecting and preserving a na- 
tional treasure that lies in our own

backyard: the Sudbury, Assabet 
and Concord River watershed. 

Finally, I have become active in 
the fight to control worldwide pop- 
ulation growth. The earth’s pop- 
ulation has increased more than 
250 percent in the last 60 years, 
from 2 billion to 5.2 billion. This 
huge growth in the number of hu- 
man beings and the associated 
growth in needs for food, water, 
shelter and other resources cre- 
ates tremendous environmental 
stress that is literally choking our 
planet to death. 

I have introduced legislation 
that would help to address this cri- 
sis by'overturning the Reagan Ad- 
ministration’s~ “(*Mexico "City 


Policy” on international family 
planning. This policy restricts the 
ability of international family 
planning agencies to actively 
serve their clients by conditioning 
U.S. aid on the requirement that 
no information can be given about 
abortion. 


As a result, those international 
organizations that refuse to yield 
to the misguided notion that wom- 
en in other countries don’t have 
the right to make informed deci- 
sions are denied crucial U.S. funds 


and those who do accept U.S. 
funds lose their effectiveness and 
credibility. By overturning this 
policy, I believe we could vastly 
improve’ the ‘quality of! family 


planning services overseas. 

One of the most important 
points about Earth Day is that 
each of us can make a difference. 


The first step is for every citizen 
to accept his or her personal re- 
sponsibility for the global environ- 
ment.

THE KINDEST CUT 


A cut-pile carpet consists of an array of individual yarns with 
Sheared ends. Different textures are created by applying 
different amounts of twist to the yarn, varying the yarn's size 
and luster, and applying different heat settings. For instance, 
velvets and plushes owe their smooth, elegant appearance to 
very little twist. Because the evenly-cut Hl tips are densely 
packed, the carpet shows a smooth, lush surface. Vacuuming 
and boosters will, however, show some shading as fibers are 
pushed in various directions. Saxony carpets (or saxony plush) 
are less dense than plushes. However, they gain durabilty by 
heat setting a tighter twist into each yarn, They also show a 
slight surface texture, owing to distinguishable yarn tips. Lastly, 
Hb (twist) carpets have tightly-twisted yarns that do not show 
ootprints.

A couple weeks ago he teamed up 
with a friend to run Boston. Both had 
finished marathons in less than four 
hours and both were confident 
they’d have a good race. 

When they started out of Hopkin- 
ton at iicen Monday, the partners 
were excited. But 244 miles into the 
race Mr. Cantone heard someone 
call his name and turned to see his 
partner making strange gestures. 


“He called my name out. I was 
about five feet in front of him. I 
turned around. When I saw him, I 
thought he was making some kind of 
joke,”’ Mr. Cantone said. 

But when Mr. Cantone saw his 
friend’s face, he felt sick to his stom- 
ach. His partner slid over to the side 
of the road, fell down and went into 
convulsions. 


“As soon as he went over to the 
side and fell I knew this was not the 
case of a twisted ankle. I got a sick 
feeling inside,’’ Mr. Cantone said. “I 
thought he was dying.” 

The traffic supervisor fought his 
way through the river of runners to 
the side of the road and back to 
where his friend was. There he did 
what he could for his friend. 


A woman bystander stayed with 
the friend while Mr. Cantone ran to a 
policeman to send for an ambulance. 
Then he went back to his friend. 

After two or three minutes, 
according to Mr. Cantone, the sei- 
zure passed and the disoriented 
partner sat up. 


“He tried to get up like he was 
going to go running and I pushed 
him down,” Mr. Cantone said. 

Although it seemed to take forev- 
er, it was probably only 10 or 15 min- 
utes before help arrived, according 
to Mr. Cantone. That’s when Mr. 
Cantone realized he was missing the 
yee he’d looked forward to for so 
ong 


“Finally, there were no more run- 
ners. That’s when I knew the race 
was over,”’ Mr. Cantone said. 

He realized his friend was diso- 
riented and needed his help. He also 
knew the doctors would need him to 
answer questions. Neither man had 
a registered number and they had no 
identification on them. 

“Nobody’s going to know him 
from Adam,’ Mr. Cantone said he 
realized. 

But he also knew both their fami- 
lies would be waiting at the end of 
the race and that he should get back 
into the race and run to the finish to 
tell them what had happened.
